Anjw, Neither Longinus, Quintillian, nor Plutarch, 


fall only give the belt acconnt wecan of their diffe- 
rent accomplifhments, and leave every one to Judge 
as they pleafé. The true efleét of Eloquence Lemg 
to perlwade, ant perfwation depending upon the be- 
liet acquired in mens minds:we may, according tu Xa- 
pit, compare them in refpett to three things, which 


him who fpeaks. 2. The difpofition of thofe to whom 
he fpeaks, And 3.The manner of his {peaking. he firit 
of which comprehends honefty, and Capacity ; Cicero 
had this advantage, that he was better educated, and 
beftowed moretime in ftndy, confequently was more 
Leatn‘d than Demofthenes ; And as for their honefty, 
Demofthenzs was naterally more equitable, and by tem- 
per inclined vo fevere Morals ; which he made appear 
in performing all things for the good of lis Cowatry ; 
but nothing contributed more'to the acquiring him 
the name ofan honeft man, thad his manner of trear- 
ing Philip, who was fo powerful at Azheas, that molt 
men Were divided about hims Yetneither promuites 
nor threats cou'd sblige Demofibenes to do any thing 
in favour. of him to the damage. of his City, which 
firmuefS he preferved vill death, chufiag rather. to dye 
by poifon than to deliver himfeinto the hands of Ay- 
tipster; And taking the draught before drekias who 
per{waded him to yield to the power ot the Conquer- 
er, ended his life with thele words, Go ted thy majier 
that Demaithenes will owe notking to tbe Tyrant of kes 
Country, Nor was Cicero icfs hone ft, but always tted- 
fafk to what regarded the good ot his Country ; and 
he has given the publigk an /dea of his morality 
in his offices. Fie conduct of _ Demofihenes 
was not fo pure and Innocent as that of Cice- 
vo, who was not extreamly couragious, tho he pofleit 
more of that good quality than is commonly. beilc- 
ved,and in it much furpatled the Athens Orar®, who 
at the battle of Cherons fecing the firft ranks fire, was 
frighten‘d, and in his tlight being Sicled witha fale 
fear demanded, quarter of a bufh that had caught bold 
of his Coat, believing he was ftopt by an enemy who 
purfued him. As tothe advantages ef perion, Cicero 
had the beft on’t, being much more agrecable than 
Demofthenes,altho he hac almoft as muchafteciation, as 
the other Negligence + Ciera had an ealy and pleaiant 
turr of wit ; whereas Dew pikenes was always grave aud 
f  48:Cisero was tery liberal, bur rather owt of incli- 
wation than policy: but Demoftheazs always employ d 
his mony to gain the minds of the pevple, reeftablifh 
the walls of the City, fo equip out veilels, redeem

one. Both our Orasors had all chefe qualities, but 
with fome difference. The choleric, melancholy tem- 
per of Dewvlthenes mace him feriews and fevere : He 
recited every thing with an extraordizary warmth, 
and ma le fo great anaccount of a@ion, that he com- 
moaly taid ‘twas the firft,{econd and third part of clos 
ylience, to which he joyn’d a diftourte full of che moft 
vehement Agures:that made Demetrius the Phalerean 
fay, He has argmed thke a man infpired. He had 
alioa . good talent in prefentitg things in all their 
circumftance;, and lene w Kow han Jtiomly to 
exprefs _ hinuelf obfcurcly, “when he cou'd not 
<0 diredtly to hisend, or that it was dangerous to 
ipeak cooglearly. ‘Thus, to condemn the cawardline!s 
of the. Athenians of his time, he praifed the valour of 
their AnteGors, And altho there was nothing fer 
fetche ‘or tunatural in his expreffion, his difCoures 
were always to.pafionate and full of an apparent Zee? 
for the gqod pt the Siare,that he necetlarily moved 
his Auditors, Cicero had no fevere Air, bue 
on the contrary, 2 creat deal of fweetnels 
and agreeablenel§ if Nis face, and by: his imagination 
he gave a very beaucifal and delicate turn to every 
thing He had alfo a penetrating, wit, a tender heart, 
an atteéting coyntenance, and a curious voice ; yet 
were his difcourfes grave: and feldom fail’d of prostu- 
cing their defirell effect. But as in Eloquence there are 
diverie fortedf petfcétions, fo Cicero himfelf cbferved 
ther there might be trea atcomplifitOrarors altho of different 
Charadors: and we may receive theft two as tach: They 
alfo differ'd very much in their qualities: Cicero had 
the moft agreeable imagination, and confequently the 
beft wit. Demofikenes becaule of thé Genius of his 


“tongue, tooka great liberty in his words; and the 


Flocution of Citero is more modeft according to the 
Charatter of che Latin tongue ; Cicero was more uni- 


~verfal, ahd equally pertorm’d well upon all forts of 
fubjects, Whereas Demoffhenes excell’d but ina few ; He 


fpoke things with a higher tone, and was fometimes 
much tran{porteds But Cicero had more command of 
higntelt, {}> ke nothing pude,jand was always agreeable 
ia hisanger, Sd that we may (ay, Demoithznes through 
the impetuoncy of his temper; force of his argaments, 
and vehertence of his pronunciation, was more prefs- 


ing than Cicero, ant that Civero, by his tender and de-- 


licate way, his moving, weer, penetrating, palhonate 
expreihons, and a!! his nagwral graces was more affects 
ing, than Demofikenes.
